It will be noticed that no provision 
is made in the will for Mrs. Raven and

her daughter Olympia, whe are un- 
derstood to have been distantly re- 
lated to the deceased, and to have 
been receiving from him an annual 
Stipend of some eight thousand doli- 
lars. This fact will probably occa- 
Sion some comment. as it was inti- 


mated at the late trial that Mr. Trent 
had proposed to make Miss Raven his 
wife. Possibly the desire that he 
Should make such a propesal was fa- 
ther to the statement that he had 
dene so. His will seerns to show not 
only the baseleseness of the assertion, 
but that for reason or other 
Mr. Trent intended in the future to 
let these two ladies take care of them- 
selves It is to be hoped that they 
possess independent resources. 

“In Mr. Trent's breast vocket at the 
time of his death was found a letter 
written in cipher, the purport of which 
Was not made out. Tt was not pre- 
duced at the trial, as the prosecution 
was not of the opinion that it could 
throw any light on the case. It is now
